The searching parties were un- 
able to work last night, owing to the 
dense volumes of sulphur gas which 
permeated portion ot the 
eighteen miles of underground work- 
It ia certain that every man 
who was imprisoned in the mine is 
dead. No living being could exist in 
this awful sulphur fumes for thore 
than a few minutes.

It is not thought, 
however, that the majority will sanc- 
tion such legislation. as the Japanese 
conform more readily to American 
laws than Chinese, and most of them 
are of a better class than the Can- 
tonese coolies.

He 
cited the cranberry industry as a case 
where the demand increased faster 
than the supply, in spite of the mil- 
lions invested in cranberry culture in 
all localities where the fruit would 
Smaller profits to the 
grower and a reduction in freight rates, 
the writer predicted that orange cul- 
ture would never be overdone in this 
country. The paper was discussed by 
a number of the members, and many 
interesting facts brought out concern- 
ing the latest phases of orange cul- 


ture. 

F. R. Miner of Glendale asks if the 
red spider will cause the leaves of or- 
ange trees to fall. There is nothing 
that will cause it so quickly. The 
leaves usually fall before they have 
time to turn yellow, the mites punctur- 
ing them so thoroughly that the leaf 
withers and disappears. The late rains 
did not destroy this insect, but gave it 
a decided check. As many of Mr. 
Miner's trees are now in bloom, that is 
evidence that irrigation has been ir- 
regular, or perhaps insufficient. Goph- 
ers, perhaps, in individual cases, but 
the orchardist can determine whether 
that pest is a ad. This little animal 
aestroys thousands of orange trees 
every season. At Covina the growers 
have agreed in one borhood to 
pursue the gopher individually till he is 
done for. He has ceared from trou 
ling. Poison, traps, cats—use every 
means, and make a neighborhood kill- 
ing Kerosene is nota practical remedz 
in large orchards, nor will it drive them 
out where vegetation is plentiful. Give 
them a hard summer campaign, those 
not destroyed this winier, and you may 
entirely eradicate the pest when roots 
are scarce, and the gophers have to eat 
trap bait and poisened food. Commer- 
cial fertilizers should be used on your 
orchard, I have seen it and know its 
condition. And do not spare barn- 
yard marures. We are told that too 
much fertilizer has been used in the 
orange-growing centers. Hardly pos- 
sible had each year's dressing had 
enough irrigation or rainfall to assimi- 
late it immediately. In hundreds of 
orchards the rainfall of last winter and 
the abundant irrigation of last sum- 
mer found two or three applications of 
fertilizer awaiting them. It is little 
wonder the average trees all went to 
wood growth last year, with all this 
stimulation coming in one season. 

„* 
The Ploriea White Fly. 

As an example of what would befall! 
Califorjia citrus fruit growers should 
the white fly get a hold upon their or- 
chards, I note what the Florida Agri- 
culturist says about the efforts of the 
Palmetto orchardists to control this in- 
sect. Last winter Prof. Woodworth 
was sent to Florida to give the growers 
there some lessons in practical fumiga- 
tion. He succeeded in destroying the 
pest and all its eggs upon the trees 
treated, but as soon as a new @rop of 
the fy was on the wing the disinfected 
covered with the 

adjoining or- 
chards. To think of this is enough to 
put California growers upon the alert. 
No quarantine is too severe in dealing 
with this class of winged infection. In 
this line it may be interesting to know 
that the leading importer of Fiorida 
trees into Los Angeles county now ap- 
proves the ordinance that destroyed his 
business, and was man to ex- 
press his approval to the Itural 
Commissioners. 

When the froth over the grape vine

sistant vines from the north, or from

when some of our worst pests were 
brought in. No one outside of those 
who are suffering, and the authorities 
who are fighting to relieve them from 
the pest of the purple scale can realize 
the awful consequences of c!!owing im- 
portations from districts infected with 
this insect. The supprersion of the 
purple scale is an absorbing one today, 
and will remain so for a long time in 
spite of all the energy that can be 
to compass its destruction. Do 
the farmers want to take any more 
chances? I think not. They will, on 
the contrary, support every aggressive 
measure that can be devised to keep 
out further infections. The verdict of 
approval is made uf in favor of ag- 
gression, and it cannot be changed. 
FRUIT INTERESTS. 
The Splitting of Oranges. 

Carroll B. Smith of Redlands sends 
The Times the most clear-cut and 
reasonable explanation of the cause of 
orange splitting I have ever seen. It 
is worth a very careful consideration. 
and will no doubt attract general at- 
tention among the orange growers at 
this time, when the malady is so much 
in evidence. Readers unacquainted 
with the losses occurring from this 
trouble every season are informed that 
split oranges are so prevalent this sea- 
son as to cause a material reduction in 
the output in hundreds of orchards. It 
may assume proportions in the future 
to justify some change in the manner 
of cultivation, in which case Mr. 
Smith's suggestions will assume great 
value. They are as follows: : 

“Certain characteristics are found by 
observation to be peculiar to all split 
oranges. 

(I.) Splitting commences at the time 
of year when fruit is about to turn. 

“(2.) The most eplits are on the 
south and southwest side of tree. 

(.) The splitting starts, and rind is 
thinest, at the blossom end.

“Now as to the cause: Suppose that 
about the time fruit is well develoncd 
and ready to turn, the weather 
been warm and all conditions favor- 
ble to growing, there comes a cold 
night and day, so that growth receives 
its first check, will net this show at 
the extremities firat? The weather has 
not been cold enough, we will suppose, 
to chill the earth and sap. The fruit 
being ready, may turn, this lessens as- 
similation and growth in the rind. The 
earth is still warm and sap has not 
been chilled so growth may continue 
with inside parts. This would cause 
splitting. Such a condition might be 
repeated. Grow! weather might al- 
ternate with checking weather several 
times so that fruit developing a week 
or two later would be caught and 
splitting would be excersive. If the 
whole tree could be put in dormant 
condition at once when fruit is ready 
to turn there would te no splitting be- 
cause the check to the sep and to the 
growth of fleshy tarts cf fruit would 
follow too soon. I have seen trees in 
isolated places as a corral or flower 
bed, where they did not get the best of 
care, carrying a full load of fruit, ap- 
parently healthy, and not have à split 
orange. s might be because the 
tree has not the same persistent 
growth and vitality; the earth is not 
as warm, being uncultivated, so when 
the first check comes the whole tree 
is ready to stop growing. 

“Buch I betieve to be a cause. Let it 
be conclusively established or refuted 
and ths will be a matter for 
further thought and investigation.”
